40 and 42 . the prior art fails to teach a system and a 
method for monitoring domain name registrations wherein a requestor submits a 
request to monitor a specific domain name, then the registration database is searched 
in order to find potential matches and the registrant(s) utilizing that domain name 
receive a warning message indicating that the corresponding registrant has registered 
an offending registration. 

As to claims 2-10. 12. 14-19. 21-23. 25-27. 31-36. 38. 39. 41 and 43-49 . those 
claims are allowed by the virtue of their dependency on claims 1 , 11, 1 3, 20, 40 and 42 
respectively.
